The Story

Alexis Smith, vacationing alone at a California beach, buys a 
painting by Dane Clark, He goes to visit her and the two soon are in 
love after spending the entire day together. Next day Alexis disap- 
pears. Clark finally finds her in a New York night club, but when he 
tries to see her later, he is beaten up by several men, but not before 
knocking out one of them himself. The mystery surrounding Alexis 
unfolds somewhat when Clark finds she is the wife of Zachary Scott, 
a former fighter, now an invalid and a wealthy night club operator. 
Scott, sensing a champ in the bitter Clark, signs him up, and, aware 
of the romance between Clarke and his wife, he sets about methodic- 
ally making a ring killer out of the happy-go-lucky and talented 
artist. Victories continue until a championship bout is scheduled. 
Just before the fight, Clark discovers through Alexis’ brother, Jeffrey 
Lynn, once a brilliant doctor, the secret of Scott’s planning. Clark 
confronts Scott and in a fight with the latter’s burly bodyguard, is 
unknowingly injured. The doctor’s x-rays show that he must stop the 
championship bout lest Clark be permanently injured but he is 
spirited away and the big bout is on. In the ring Clark fights strangely 
as his injury starts to tell, Lynn makes his way back to the arena and 
reveals this damaging information, Scott and his bodyguard, seeking 
to escape, are followed by Lynn who shoots and kills the latter. 
Scott’s wheelchair accidentally carries him into the street where he 
too is killed. Clark returns to his painting in California and shortly 
afterward looks up to find Alexis has come to join him.

He 
doesn’t care if anybody else 
wears them, but he won’t wear 
any himself; even if it is a 
Christmas present. 

Eve Arden has an aversion to 
any radio that opens up after 
midnight. That she acquired 
when she was a student at Mills 
College. Her room-mate played a 
record program every night and 
it kept Eve from concentrating 
on her studies.

A happy-go-lucky young man, 
and his love for a_ beautiful 
woman provide the running 
drama of Warner Bros.’ new 
film, “Whiplash”, starring Dane 
Clark, Alexis Smith, Zachary 
Scott and Eve Arden, which 
premieres next Friday at the 
Strand Theatre.

Left Radio 
For Films 


Dane Clark, star of Warner 
Bros.’ dramatic production “Whip- 
lash”, which opens next Friday 
at the Strand Theatre, says his 
career is not the result of any 
accident. 

He planned it that way. 

Clark gives and has given a 
great deal of thought to his ca- 
reer. After very short experi- 
ments with the professional fight 
game and as a practicing attor- 
ney, after graduation from law 
school, he turned actor. 

“Played plenty of big roles in 
good productions, too,” he solili- 
quizes, “but always after some 
other actor had introduced the 
role and had had the first no- 
tices.” 

Looking about for a new 
world to conquer, Clark gave 
some valuable time and much at- 
tention to radio. 

“T listened for weeks to the so- 
called soap-operas and the ‘who 
dunnits,’” he says. “Then I sat 
down and wrote nine programs 
—I had always liked to write.” 

Clark, according to his own 
account, was frugal with the 


money he earned on the air, 
which was in addition to his 
stage earnings, and, when he 
had accumulated a nest egg big 
enough to keep him supplied with 
food and shelter for a couple of 
years, regardless of any further 
breaks, he came, without con- 
tract or prospects to Hollywood. 

“T heard that Warner Bros. 
had a picture called ‘Action in 
the North Atlantic,’ which had a 
role I thought I could play.’ I 
rushed out there and asked to 
make a test for the role. No one 
gave me much encouragement 
but when they were finally ready 
to test for it, I was one of twen- 
ty-three players.” 

That test brought Clark, still 
working under his own name, the 
same as he had used on the stage, 
his first—and present—Warner 
Bros. contract. His brief but ef- 
fective work in the hiring hall 
sequence of “Action in the North 
Atlantic,” in which he pleaded 
for a chance to stay home “to 
bounce my baby on my knee” was 
the spark that led inevitably to 
his present stardom. 


Alexis Smith Plays 
Opposite Dane Clark 


Alexis Smith, the willowy 
young miss who plays opposite 
Dane Clark in Warner Bros. 
action film ‘Whiplash,’ open- 
ing Friday at the Strand Theatre, 
is the antithetical Miss Holly- 
wood. 

She has never read the story 
of Cinderella and the Slipper as 
far as she can recall. She has 
never won a beauty, popularity or 
personality contest. She was 
never a waitress or clerk.

Neatest trick of the week was 
stacking up 350 kitchen matches 
into a pyramid for a scene to de- 
note passage of time in Warner 
Bros.’ “Whiplash,” which is due 
soon at the Strand Theatre.

This 
particular scene figures in the 
part where Miss Smith departs 
from the Coast resort leaving 
Clark very much bewildered. He 
tries to locate her but is unsuc- 
cessful and then he turns to S. Z. 
Sakall who runs the coffee shop 
in the film. He confides in ‘Cud- 
dles’ and proceeds to spend hours 
on end just fooling with the 
matches. He practiced it for 
three days before shooting. 


Alexis didn’t have to change 
her name to a more glamorous 
handle when she signed her 
screen contract at Warner Bros. 

Alexis was born in Canada, 
but came to Hollywood with her 
father and mother when she was 
only one year old. An only child, 
she was educated in _ public 
schools, finished Hollywood High 
and went on to Los Angeles City 
college. She specialized in Eng- 
lish literature and drama.
